The Sovict miiitass establishnents on. the Kwantune Poninsula are maintained 
aiti-tly on local income, derived mostly fran the electrics Light nlant, tele- 
phone works, end water works. Chinese ahd Japanese do the work in tnoue 
companies, while the Soviet Lilitary Headquarters manages the concerns. In 
case money is needed for emerzency exnenses, the Soviet army can secure sub 
Sidies by apolying to the Sino-itussian Friendship Association which, in turn 7 
"accepts donations" fron wealthy inhabitants of the area. The Soviets justify 
their dependence on local income by stating that since the Nationelists have 
arrived in Xukden, no communications, and, therefore, no shipments of srecie 
and supplies are possible between Siberia and the Kwantung Peninsula.
